declared the step necessary . 
Admit B&Ule Lo st 
Hopes dashed b y the chamb er’s 
54 to 29 last night rejection of 
a proposal ' to limit conscription 
to a time of war or threatened 
invasion, 
opposition leaders re­ 
signedly told reporters their fight 
was over. 
“We’ve put up 
the 
b est fight 
we know how,” Senator Wheeler,

K, Mont., said gloomily .

Only one major proposal stood

Deba te Limited 
The senate worked today under

deb ate 
limitation 
which restricted the aggregate 
time alloted to any one senator 
to 45 minutes. 
Sen. Barkley , D., 
Ky ., won this concession after 
a "weary ing 
11% 
hour session 
which ended at 10:30 p.m . EST, 
last night. 
Spurred b y a new demand late 
y esterday from President Roose­ 
velt for action on the b ill, the 
senate came to life at the night 
session after memb ers had spent 
eight 
hours 
twiddling 
their 
thumb s and listening to prepared 
speeches b y b oth foes and b ack­ 
ers of the measure. 
Things 
then b egan to move 
rapidly . 
First, approval was giv­ 
en the Connally proposal speci­ 
fy ing exempt state and federal 
officers. 
Then with a minimum 
of deb ate, like action followed 
on a provision b y Senator Pep­ 
per, D., Fla., to prevent employ ­ 
ers from discharging men who 
might later b e called to military 
service. 
Senator Wagner, D., N. Y., suc­ 
ceeded in winning adoption of a 
provisioVi requiring employ ers to 
pay b ack wages to an employ e 
who was forced to get his job 
b ack b y court action after his 
training period had ended.

SALEM, Ore., Aug. 28.— (UP)—Sen. Charles L. Mc- 
Nary , accepting the Repub lican nomination for vice-presi­ 
dent at ceremonies in the capital of his home state y ester­ 
day afternoon, said the solution of America’s prob lems 
awaits the election of an administration which “wishes 
again to see the United States a going concern.” _________ 
He urged restoration of agricul-’ 
ture as the “first charge on the 
attention of any administration. 
Energies Hindered 
He said that under the New 
Deal the energies of America have 
“b een hindered—where not actu­ 
ally stifled.” 
He condemned the 
Roosevelt administration for “hav­ 
ing fashioned its plan upon the 
thesis that America is finished.” 
The Senator endorsed pub lic de­ 
velopment of electric power on 
navigab le rivers and federal con­ 
trol of such power. He said where 
pub lic power conflicts with pri­ 
vate interests, the solution can b e 
found through government pur­ 
chase of the private properties, as 
was done b y the Tennessee Valley 
Authority . The TVA b ought Ten­ 
nessee 
properties 
of 
Common­ 
wealth & Southern Corp., when 
that utility was headed b y Mc- 
N ary ’s running mate, Wendell L. 
Willkie. 
Wa lla ce Pra ised 
McNary 
praised 
as “hi gh 
minded 
and 
sy mpathetic” 
his 
democratic opponent, Secretary of 
Agriculture Henry A. Wallace, b ut 
advanced anew his own agricul­ 
tural plan — McNary -Haugen ex­ 
port deb enture program that was 
vetoed b y Repub lican Presidents 
Coolidge and Hoover — as a rem­ 
edy for farm prob lems. 
He declared that he did not 
favor a policy of appeasement in 
foreign affairs, b ut “I oppose in­ 
volvement in foreign m ilitary ad­ 
ventures.” 
“America,” he said, “does not 
prefer the peace of appeasement; 
nor the surrender of our national 
dignity , our independence of ac­ 
tion, our political freedom or the 
civilized values that we cherish.

M axp ^San’s imperial adventure 
in Mexico to an inglorious end. 
No t Do cile Peo ple 
“Unless I mistake our temper, 
we are no less firm and positive 
today . 
We are not a docile peo­ 
ple, and we propose to work out 
our destiny on our term s . . . ” 
"For more than seven y ears 
we have lingered in a b ackwater, 
deny ing our destiny ; neglecting 
our defenses, b oth spiritual and 
m aterial,” McNary said of the 
New Deal. 
“Some 
have 
lost 
faith in the future, faith in work, 
the source of well-b eing. . . . We 
m ust choose in Novemb er w heth­ 
er America shall advance again 
along the p ath of her historic 
mission, or retreat still further 
into the fields of futility .” 
He said that “candor compels” 
him to recognize certain 
New 
Deal b enefits, and that he did not 
propose to relinquish them. 
But, he said, “the New Deal 
is exceptional in tha t it, alone, 
has sought to 
sub stitute 
new 
states of mind for old, to incul­ 
cate reliance on the government 
in place of self-reliance, and to 
supplant hope with fear of what 
lies ahead.

Johnson confined his campaign 
to a pledge to do his b est to keep 
America out of war. He remained 
in Washington and made three ra­ 
dio b roadcasts to California. 
Governor Culb ert Olson’s a t­ 
tempt to “purge” the state legis­ 
lature of Democrats who opposed 
his politics shared interest with 
Johnson’s race in the b alloting. 
Three of the 10 Democratic as­ 
semb ly men marked b y Olson for 
defeat were 
trailing for 
their 
party 
nomination.

Clinton Fulcher, second district;

LONDON, Aug. 28 —German 
b omb ers smashed heavily a t the 
Kent coast and the Thames es­ 
tuary leading to London today , 
and British defenders were de­ 
clared to have shot down at least 
15 of the raiders. 
An official British announce­ 
ment acknowledged “heavy a t­ 
tacks.” 
'(In Berlin, the Germans claim­

WASHINGTON, Au g. 27.—De­ 
fense commission has been toss­ 
ing fig ures g alo re to the head ­ 
lines, y ip p ing abou t u m p t e e n 
tho usands o f p lanes on ord er or 
the v erg e o f it, p ointing an accu s­ 
ing fing er at Congress becau se the 
o rders are no t d ev elop ing faster. 
The tru th is there are fewer 
fig hting p lanes on hand in one 
irmffd serv ice to d efend this na­ 
tio n to day than there were when 
Mr. Roosev elt d emand ed at least 
30 ,0 0 0 as so o n as 
p ossible. 
Co ld fig ures come in a tru st­ 
wo rthy way su ggesting the d e­ 
v elo pments between the d ay Mr. 
Ro o sev elt spo ke, 
May 16 , and the 
last officially calcu lated d ate of 
plane d eliv eries, Au gu st 6 , bore 
these actual fru its in the bag: 
The nav y air force shrank 70 
planes short of the nu mber of 
useful ship s it had read y to take 
the air in May . 
Deliv eries were 
that mu ch slower than the growth 
o f obsolescence among craft on 
hand. While the army is cagey 
abou t calcu lating the accu mu la­ 
tion of obsolescence in the same 
p eriod , its air fleet is mu ch larger 
and therefore it has obv iou sly su f­ 
fered more than the nav y . 
The granting of certain p riority 
rights to British ord ers may hav e 
accentu ated these d eficiencies, bu t 
whatev er the reason, the fact re­ 
mains ind isp u table that United 
States air d efense is not as strong 
tod ay as when Mr, Roosev elt 
sp oke. 


If y ou will cu t throu gh the frau d 
of the official commission figu res 
on p lanes that hav e been ord ered , 
y ou will find little hop e for cheer­ 
ing y et abou t the fu tu re. 
The commission mad e its fig­ 
u res look grand by calcu lating the 
nu mber of p lanes on ord er Au gu st 
17, against Ju ne 2, when it took 
ov er. 
That is all right for p u b­ 
licity p u rp oses of the commission, 
bu t not for a fu ll accou nting of 
d efense p rogress. 
Using the same p eriod as for 


d eliv eries (the d ate Mr. Roose­ 
v elt d emand ed 50,000 and the last 
thorou ghly calcu lated d ate, Au ­ 
gu st 6 ) y ou will find the follow­ 
ing situ ation on ord ers: 
The army award ed contracts for 
56 fighting ship s, all large ty p e 
bombers, and the best in the 
world . In ad d ition it ord ered 123 7 
training ship s not for u se as-fight­ 
ers. 
The nav y p laced ord ers for 16 3 5 
p lanes in the same p eriod , of 
which 700 are to be fighter p u r­ 
su it ship s. The remaining 9 3 5 are 
trainers. 
Thu s 
the 
actu al 
nu mber of 
fighters for which ord ers were 
p laced is 756 —a long way from 
the 11,000 p lane p rogram which 
the army alone consid ers essen­ 
tial for d efense before Ju ne 19 41 
and still fu rther away from the 
5 0,000 goal of Mr. Roosev elt. 


The reasons contribu ted offi­ 
cially are confu sing. The commis­ 
sion’s p u blicity man imp lies con­ 
gress is to blame becau se it has 
not acted swiftly on the last $4,- 
800,000,000 ap p rop riations bil l . 
This 
seems 
an 
inconseq u ential 
tru th, becau se neither the army 
nor nav y has u sed u p all the 
money they p rev iou sly receiv ed . 
While the commission like­ 
wise p oints at Congress for cau s­ 
ing rev ision of contract forms to 
cu rtail the p rofits of p lane manu ­ 
factu rers, Congress is p ointing at 
the White Hou se for d emand ing 
an ex cess p rofits tax in connec­ 
tion with legislation clearing the 
tax amortization bottleneck, and 
ev ery one is p ointing at the in­ 
d u stry for being bewild ered . 
To a sid eline observ er, the only 
thing that seems q u ite clear is 
that ord inary gov ernmental red 
tap e has beset the p rogram at ev ­ 
ery p oint. 
And no one has been 
able to control su fficient force to 
cu t it throu gh.

Drury is resigning as an 
investigating agent for the state 
division of parks. 
The new national park director
